The spraying of groves 
against black scale is an . 
pensive undertaking for cit- 
rus growers, involving an ex- 
penditure of up to about II 


, harmful to trees. During the 


past few years scientific re- 
search has turned to the in- 
troduction of parasites as «a 
means of combating the black 
scale pest, without any harm 
to trees or beneficial insects. 

Three years ago the Agri- 
cultural Department of the 
Citrus Board imported 72 con- 
signments of parasites from 
Hong Kong. The Department 
was particularly successful 
with the breeding of a tiny 
wasp, the Aphytis Lingnanan- 
sis. These were at first bred 
under laboratory conditions,

The Chinese Embassy 
has refused to stop the dis- 
tribution of hostile pamphiets 
in the Yugoslav language 
which have been. printed in 
Peking and circulated in this 
country. Albania has admit- 
ted arresting many Yugoslav | 


,citizens in its capital, Tirana. of 


But in contrast with 1948 | 
there have been no threaten- | 
ing Soviet troop movements 
near the Yugoslav borders. | 
with the exception of the 
manoeuvres of Soviet divi- 
sions in Bulgaria in July.

Sir, — Your issue of Au- 
gust 29 Included a short ge- 
count of the Jewish National 

d's tree-planting activi- 
ties during the last season 
‘winter 1957-58). and also 
during the first ten years 
the State. Among other 
things, we learn that the 
J.N.F. planted 32,000,000 sap. 
lings in the past 10 years. I 
should like to know whether 
this number includes all the 
hundreds of thousands of 
tamarisk cuttings the J.N.F. 
is planting in the Negev. As 
is well known, these cuttings 
can be prepared in almost 
unlimited quantities in a few 
days and do not require the 
eareful tending for Jong periods 
in the nursery that other 
species do. If they were in- 
chided in the general num 
ber, it certainly considérably 
alters the picture the reader 
is likely to get. 

Just another point: the 
J.N.F. is planting on a large 
scale on the road to Jeru- 
salem, especially in the Po- 
lish Martyrs Forest. In the 
last few years, 2,000,000 trees 
must have deen planted
